Seven drug 
dealers are 
locked up 


SEVEN Walsall cocaine and 
heroin dealers have been locked up 
following a series of police raids. 

They appeared at Birmingham 
Crown Court on Monday and were 
given sentences ranging from 18 
months to five years after being 
caught in Operation Eliminate, 
which took place over three days in 
March and saw officers carrying out 
more than 20 raids. 

Miss Emma Cutts, prosecuting, 
said undercover officers bought 
heroin and crack cocaine from 
dealers in Walsall town centre, 
meeting them regularly at spots 
including outside Paddy Power 
Bookmakers, in Bradford Street, at 
market stalls and at bus stops. 

Duane Robinson, aged 27, of Row- 
lands Avenue, Bentley, admitted 
heroin and four charges of supply- 
ing crack cocaine. He was sentenced 
to two years in prison, with a three- 
year criminal anti-social behaviour 
banning him from parts of Walsall. 

Gilless Mafuta, 22, of Walsall 
Road, Darlaston, admitted supply- 
ing crack cocaine and was jailed for 
two and a half years with a three- 
year Crasbo. 

Craig Neary, 38, of Heathfield 
Lane, Darlaston, admitted three 
counts of supplying heroin and was 
jailed for five years. 


Possessing 
Ashley Taylor, 23, of Drayton 
Street, Walsall, admitted two 


charges of supplying crack cocaine. 
He was sentenced to 18 months in 
prison, with a Crasbo 

Dominic Ali, 20 of Mill Lane, The 
Butts, Walsall, admitted conspir 
to supply ck cocaine and was 
jailed for five years. 

Kieran Weller, 19, of Herberts 
Park Road, Walsall, admitted con- 
spiracy to supply cocaine and was 
locked up for five years. 

Imran Wall, 25, of Dalkeith 
Street, Walsall, admitted being con- 
cerned in the supply of heroin, sup- 
plying heroin and possessing it . He 
was jailed for five years. 

In June, 12 others received prison 
sentences totalling 37 years for sup- 
plying Class A drugs as part of 
Operation Eliminate. 


Tearful Selina Watters admitted stealing

He 
said: “When I advised her about the likely sentence it was something that she was not expecting.

Habitual thief

AN HABITUAL shoplifter was told 
he was a “pest to society” after appear- 
ing before magistrates twice in a week 
for stealing from stores in Walsall. 

Lee Jason Mills, aged 29, was jailed 
for four weeks to be served concur- 
rently with a previous two-month sen- 
tence handed down earlier this month. 

Mills admitted criminal damage at 
Tesco, St Paul’s Street, Walsall, on 
July 2. He was caught breaking open a 
security box covering an X-Box com- 
puter game disc. He also pleaded 
guilty to theft of two bottles of whisky 
worth £45 from Asda, in George 
Street, on August 1.

He further admitted attempted 
theft of Rimmel foundation worth £69 
from J. Doctor Pharmacy, in Churchill 
Road, Bentley, on July 15. Mills, of 
Wilkes Avenue, Bentley who had been 
on prison licence, was given a two- 
month term by Walsall magistrates on 
August 5 for similar offences.

For criminal damage, Mills was jail- 
ed for four weeks, for theft of the 
whisky two weeks and for attempted 
theft, a further two weeks to run con- 
currently.

UP TO 300 staff will be scrambling 
for less than 100 car parking spaces at 
the new £6.5 million Walsall Housing 
Group offices, it has emerged. 

Bosses have scrapped plans to create 
an extra car park when the new prem- 
ises open in Littleton Street this 
winter. 

There will only be around 80 spaces 
available, for staff and visitors, mean- 
ing scores of workers will have to find 
spaces elsewhere when they transfer 
over in December. 


Hundreds of glass panes are to be 
removed from the building after 
patches of mist formed. 

Gary Fulford, WHG chief executive, 
said: “We’re currently agreeing final 
details of the replacement glazing with 
our contractor, John Sisk & Son, and 
expect it to be installed towards the end 
of October.

VISITOR numbers at council-run 

leisure centres in the Black Country 
are on the up after improved facilities 
and attractive membership deals 
encourage more people to fight the 
ab. 
Walsall, Dudley, Sandwell and 
Stafford councils have all reported a 
rise in people using their leisure 
centres. 

Walsall Council has revealed it has 
seen an extra 60,000 visits to its 
leisure centres in 2010/11 compared to 
the same time the previous year, while 
Dudley Council has seen the number of 
people visiting its leisure centres 
increase from 1,182,000 in 2008/9 to 
1,340,000 in 2010/1, a rise of 13 per 
cent. 

Sandwell Leisure Trust has attract- 
ed 1.9 million visits in 2010/11 and has 
seen increased attendances to gym, 
fitness and swimming classes. Stafford 
Council saw a rise of 26 per cent on its 
2009/10 figures as 98,146 people 
walked through the doors in 2010/11. 

Activity 

Councillor Anthony Harris, cabinet 
member for leisure at Walsall Council, 
said they were focused on improving 
the health of their residents. 

He said: “This demonstrates that 
with improved facilities at Oak Park 
and Gala, positive marketing and ses- 
sions that the customer wants, that 
attendance will continue to rise.” 

Catherine Barrett, spokeswoman 
for Sandwell Leisure Trust, said: “In- 
creasing attendances and parti 
tion in sport and physical activity 
priority. “Attendances at fitness 
increased by 14,453 and fitness classes 
by 6,754. The swimming instruction 
programme generated an extra 24,346 
visits from the previous year.” 

Despite some councils seeing a rise 
in visitors to leisure centres, Cannock 
Chase Council has seen its numbers 
drop. In 2010/11, it recorded that 496, 
881 people visited compared to 537,728 
in 2009/10, a drop of eight per cent. 
Wolverhampton City Council was 
unable to provide figures.

Crackdown on nuisance bikes 


NUISANCE off-road bikers 
are being reminded their vehi- 
cles could be crushed as part of 
a police crackdown that has 
already seen three bikes de- 
stroyed as riders are targeted in 
Pheasey and Great Barr.

Sgt Andy Middleton, from 
Streetly and Pheasey neigh- 
bourhood policing team, said: 
“We are continuing to tackle the 
illegal use of off-road bikes in 
the area. Not only do they cause 
noise, nuisance and damage to 
the land, but they are often 
ridden in a dangerous way. 
Often we find it is young males 
riding these bikes, who have 
little or no driving experience.”

Changes ahead for Barclays bank 


TWO branches of Barclays 
bank are to close down, merge 
and relocate to an empty shop 
in Walsall town centre. The 
move will result in a new flag- 
ship branch in Park Street, 
with one job being created. 

Branches in The Bridge and 
Lichfield Street will close, with 
all staff relocating to the new 
premises. A total of 26 staff will 
be based in the new bank in 
Park Street following the closu- 
re of the others on November 18. 
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Bosses insist there will be no 
job losses when the new site 
opens within an empty Zavvi 
music shop on November 21. 

Instead, an extra personal 
banker position is being 
created. 

Officials have not revealed 
the cost of the new branch but 
promised there would be “sig- 
nificant investment” to provide 
better facilities for customers. 

Karen Kuciers, of Barclays in 
Walsall, said: “On November 21 


we will be opening a new flag- 
ship branch on Park Street. 
This new branch will include 
the latest technology. 

“The decision was taken to 
open a branch in Park Street 
due to the changing demo- 
graphics of the town centre. 

“There will be no job losses as 
a result of the opening of this 
new branch. In fact, we will be 
providing an additional per- 
sonal banker in the new 
branch.” 


First-class bar 
and cafe for 
old mail office 


A NEW bar, cafe and restaurant 
complex is earmarked for the site of a 
former Royal Mail sorting office in 
Brownhills, creating scores of jobs. 

The building will be demolished and 
replaced as part of the ambitious 
development, expected to cost hun- 
dreds of thousands of pounds. 

Leisure Automatic is proposing the 
development on the corner of High 
Street and Church Road which is due to 
bring at least a dozen jobs to the town. 

The new building would be split into 
two leisure uses either side of an 


atrium area as part of the plans. One 
unit is earmarked as a bar and restau- 
rant with the other a cafe.

A NEW enterprise zone announced for Walsall could create 


town. The 35-acre site of former the former IMI James 
Bridge copper works at Darlaston has been earmarked. 
Awarding the two Black Country zones to Darlaston and to Wolver- 
hampton’s 154 was a blow to West Bromwich and Dudley, however. 
Under the proposals outlined last week by Prime Minister David Cameron, 


the i54 and Darlaston will offer a 
package of tax breaks, high-speed 
internet, minimal planning regula- 
tions and a five-year, £275,000 dis- 
count on business rates. 

The sites were proposed by the 
Black Country Local Enterprise Part- 
nership (LEP), a joint body of council 
leaders and business figures set up to 
replace the doomed regional super- 
quango Advantage West Midlands. 

It comprises the four Black Country 
council leaders and senior figures 
from businesses in the area. The 
enterprise zone is its first major deci- 
sion and has been the subject of debate 
for five years. 

The LEP had originally asked the 
Government for four sites. In addition 
to the i54 and Darlaston the LEP 
wanted West Bromwich town centre 
and Brierley Hill’s Waterfront and 
Harts Hill areas to be included. 

The Government has chosen to con- 
centrate on the two sites it sees as the 
best bet for attracting businesses and 
help kick-start Britain’s economy. 

Mr Cameron said the sites would be 
“trailblazers” for prosperity through- 
out the country. Birmingham has 
already been earmarked. 

“We are determined to do every-

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thing we can to make Britain the best 
place in the world to start and grow a 
business. 

“Enterprise zones are a major step 
towards delivering this, cutting busi- 
ness taxes, easing planning restric- 
tions and giving business the tools 
they need to invest and expand.” 

Chancellor George Osborne said the 
zones would create more than 30,000 
new jobs by 2015. 

The enterprise partnership pre- 
dicted they would create up to 4,000 
jobs in the region by 2015. 

Stewart Towe, chairman of the LEP 
and group managing director of 
Smethwick manufacturing group 
Hadley Industries, said: “The i54 site 
is key to the future of the entire region. 
Its development will boost the entire 
supply chain into the region’s engi- 
neering and manufacturing industry. 

“The excellent motorway links at 
the i54 and Darlaston sites are vital 
and mean they will not be working in 
isolation. We estimate this will create 
up to 4,000 jobs directly but of course 
that does not include the supply chain. 
It is fantastic news which will stimu- 
late growth in our area. 

“This is a chance to put the Black 
Country back on the map for manufac- 
turing.” 

Mr Towe said the zones would be 
most attractive to medium-large 
enterprises which are already estab- 
lished elsewhere. 


Polluted 


In Darlaston, the zone made up of 
two 50-acre parcels of land on either 
side of the M6, linked by a tunnel. The 
site on the south side is the former IMI 
James Bridge copper site and forms 
part of the major Phoenix 10 regener- 
ation project. 

Walsall Council’s Tory leader, Coun- 
cillor Mike Bird said: “This is great 
news for Darlaston, for Walsall and 
the Black Country. Today’s announce- 
ment has the potential to create thou- 
sands of new jobs in the area and 
safeguard thousands of existing jobs.” 

Councillor Peter Bilson, deputy 
leader of Wolverhampton City 
Council, said he hoped it would secure 
Jaguar Land Rover’s move to the i54. 

The zones come with radically sim- 
plified planning approaches using, for 
example, existing Local Development 
Order powers. These could come into 
effect to speed up proposals for a direct 
link between the i54 and the M54 
motorway along its northern border. 
Jaguar Land Rover and its Indian 
parent company, Tata Motors, are 
believed to have been in talks with the 
Government for months over the pos- 
sibility of building the plant in Wolver- 
hampton. 

While considerable work is needed 
to get the Darlaston site ready for 
occupation, the i54 is already seeing 
construction work under way.

Although the LEP has played the 
lead role in selecting the enterprise 
zone sites, the actual day-to-day 
administration once they are up and 
running will fall to the local authori- 
ties — Walsall, Wolverhampton and 
South Staffordshire councils. Full 
details on how they will be run is still 
not clear, but a string of benefits for 
businesses have been laid out. 

In addition to the relaxed planning 
rules, reduction in business rates and 
broadband, the Government says it 
will work with the enterprise part- 
nerships to provide tax breaks to 
make it easier for companies to invest 
in new plant and machinery where 
there is a strong focus on manufac- 
turing. 

The proposed breaks are also 
intended to support the long-term life 
of the zones, to avoid the problems 
under the original scheme in the 
1980s when firms began to move out 
once the initial 10-year benefit pro- 
gramme came to an end. 

But the good news for Wolver- 
hampton and Walsall has been coun- 
tered by gloom for Dudley and West 
Bromwich 

Dudley Council deputy leader Tim 
Wright said he was very disappointed 
that the bid had been rejected. 

“The Enterprise Zone is a very 
welcome boost for the whole of the 
Black Country but it is a real shame 
that it will not be based in Dudley. 

“This would have been a real boost 
to Dudley but we will now continue to 
work with our neighbours and look 
forward to the extra business this 
will bring to the Black Country.” 

At Sandwell Council, Labour 
leader Councillor Darren Cooper 
denied that West Bromwich missing 
out on an enterprise zone would be

damaging to the borough. 

“This is not a blow under any cir- 
cumstances. The four Black Country 
boroughs have been working closely 
together to bring these enterprise 
zones to the region. 

“The Darlaston site is fantastic for 
development in the Black Country 
and if the Jaguar plant comes to 
Wolverhampton, as it looks like it 
will, knock-on effects will be felt.” 

Chris Kelly, head of the Keltruck 
Scania dealership group, said: “Local 
authorities need to work much more 
closely with business, and this is 
exemplified by what Henry Carver 
and the Wolverhampton Business 
Group have done, to insist the council 
there listened to businesses. 


Strategic 

“We can only hope that the LEP 
will fulfil this need in Sandwell and 
other local authorities who fail to 
properly bring business in to discuss 
strategic issues.” 

The South Kidderminster Busi- 
ness Park was one of 29 applications 
for the 10 zones, but also lost out. 

Apart from Mr Towe, Councillor 
Cooper and Councillor Bird, the 
other LEP members are Councillor 
Roger Lawrence, Labour leader of 
Wolverhampton City Council; Tim 
Hair, chief executive of Chamberlin; 
Councillor Les Jones, Dudley

Hundreds in 
fight to halt 
‘yet another 
off-licence’ 


MORE than 1.800 people have 
objected to an off-licence opening 
in a Walsall neighbourhood. 

The new unit, Booze Corner, is 
earmarked for Blakenall Heath, 
but worried residents say there is 
already a high number of shops 
selling alcohol in the area. 

They say they are blighted by 
alcohol-related behaviour includ- 
ing vandalism, abuse and noise. 

Michelle Kettles, a mother of 
two, wrote to Walsall Council 
objecting on the grounds that 
drunken yobs cause problems in 
the area. 


Unpleasant 


She said: “I have spoken to the 
community wardens and on 
several occasions had to ring the 
police as youths would congre- 
gate very loudly outside my 
house.” 

Anti-social behaviour is still a 
big problem in this area and yet 
another off-licence __ selling 
alcohol in the area would 
increase the problem and make 
life more unpleasant for her and 
her children, she added. 

A petition of 1,850 signatures 
has been sent to Walsall Council 
objecting to the off-licence. 

Blakenall ward’s Councillor 
Ian Robertson has also objected 
on the grounds of prevention of 
crime and disorder, and protect- 
ing children from harm. 

The shop would open from 8am 
to 10.30pm, seven days a week. 

Applicant Sorinder Singh said 
under-age sales of alcohol would 
be prevented by displaying signs 
and by keeping a log book of all 
refused sales which could be 
inspected by police. 


Metafin buys 
industrial site 


A manufacturing site has been 
bought by a family-run Walsall 
business which has plans to relo- 
cate its factory and attract other 
businesses — bringing new jobs. 

Metafin Group Holdings has 
bought the former Victor Works 
which dates back more than 100 
years and was put on the market 
for £1.2 million last year. 

The powder coating business in 
Green Lane is transferring the 
factory process to the former 
Stokes Forgings site, which 
stretches for more than an acre, 
around Northcote Street and 
Gladstone Street, Birchills. 

Capital 

The firm wants to carry out 
demolition work and create a 
metal hub which can be divided up 
into three light industrial units. 

Metafin started with a working 
capital of £50 in 1974 and now has 
a multi-million pound turnover. It 
employs around 120 people from 
its current site. 

A statement from Andrew 
Dukesell, agent, said: “The Victor 
Works has been recently bought 
by Metafin Group Holdings with a 
view to transfer the factory 
process from premises in Green 
Lane to the Victor Works site.”

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Man, 27, Is 
fined over 
dumping 
of rubbish 


A WALSALL man who loaned his 
van to a friend has been fined £100 
after it was then used to fly-tip. 

Christopher Jones, aged 27, of Well 
Lane, Blakenall, was prosecuted by 
Walsall Council after a bed base, a 
mattress, part of a cot and plaster 
board was dumped on a disused rail 
line near Poplar Avenue, Bentley. 

A householder saw Jones’s van 
being used to dump the rubbish on 
February 17 last year and took a note 
of the registration plate before report- 
ing it to the council.

“We are not dealing with someone who 
has been found guilty of dumping 
toxic waste, or anything that’s going 
to cause a general health hazard.” 

He said Jones hired out his van to 
an old school friend for a few days 
after being paid £100, but he did not 
know it would be used to fly-tip. 

Jones was also ordered to pay a£15 
victim surcharge and £500 towards 
prosecution costs. 


Council axes

Traders hit back over site of town’s market stalls 


SHOPKEEPERS in a Walsall 
street are fighting plans to keep the 
town’s market at its new site for even 
longer. 

A businessman in Bradford Street 
said his trade has been hit since the 
800-year-old market moved from its 
Digbeth base to The Bridge. It was 


meant to be a temporary 12-month 
move. But later this year, council 
chiefs will seek an extension to plan- 
ning permission to continue setting 
stalls up on The Bridge. 

Gavin Thomas, of Toni & Guy in 
Bradford Street, is launching a peti- 
tion against the extension. “Nothing 


has happened in Digbeth yet and 
nobody is being told what is going on. 
“The stalls are just three metres 
from the front of our shop which is 
having an impact because it is 
restricting the view to the front of the 
shops in Bradford Street, and it’s 
making the area look messy.”

Camera girl, 7, near 
rare smile in the sky 


OFFICIALLY, it’s a circumzenithal arc. To the rest of us, it’s 
an upside-down rainbow. Whatever you call it, it is an 


extremely rare spectacle that 


is rarely seen in the skies of 


Britain, and is usually confined to the North and South Poles. 

One lucky family spotted an arc over their Walsall home — and were 
able to capture it on camera. The unusual sight was caught by quick- 
thinking seven-year-old Lauren Wright as she watched it with her 


parents in Bloxwich, Walsall. 

Reverse rainbows are hard to spot 
moments, with people having to be in 
the right place at the right time to see 
one. 

They are the result of freak atmos- 
pheric conditions caused by light 
shining through tiny ice crystals in the 
clouds, rather than through raindrops 
like normal rainbows. 

Sunlight must shine at a specific 
angle through the clouds and the ice 
particles must be lined up directly 
together in the right direction to 
refract the light. 

They are much brighter and more 
concentrated than a normal rainbow 
with the colours in reverse order, violet 
on top and red at the bottom. 

The arcs usually vanish quickly 
because the cirrus clouds containing 
the ice crystals shift their position. 

Unlike a traditional rainbow, the 
sky has to be clear of rain and low-level 
clouds for a circumzenithal arc to be 
seen. 


Wonder 


They only appear when sunlight 
shines at a specific angle through a 
thin veil of wispy clouds at a height of 
around 20,000 to 25,000 feet. At this 
altitude the cirrus clouds are made of 
tiny ice crystals. 

John Hammond, forecaster for the 
Met Office, told the Express & Star: 
“You can get them at any time of year 
and it doesn’t depend on rain. 

“A few different things must be in 
place and the person seeing it must be 
at the right place at the right time. 
They generally don’t last for very long. 

“Circumzenithal arcs are seen rela- 


and usually last for just a matter of 
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tively rarely in Britain because they 
can only be seen at the right combina- 
tion of atmospheric conditions. 

“Visibility of these arcs can vary 
greatly with someone 10 miles away 
not being able to see it.” 

Young photographer Lauren, who 
attends Walsall’s Busill Jones 
Primary School, spotted the are with 
her mother Claire Robbins and father 
Stuart Wright. 

They saw the upside-down rainbow 
on Saturday evening. 

Ms Robbins, of Parker Street, 
Bloxwich, says: “My partner and 
daughter spotted it at 7.16pm. 

“Stuart said he couldn't believe 
what he was seeing and shouted to 
me to have a look. 

“Tt was only there for a couple of 
minutes. I’ve never seen anything 
like it.” 

The 36-year-old assistant manager 
for Superdrug said her daughter 
managed to take a few photos of the 
circumzenithal are before it disap- 
peared. 

Miss Robbins adds: “It was really 
exciting but weird. It hadn’t been 
raining at all and it was quite low in 
the sky.” 

Meteorologists say clouds must be 
convex to the sun to form a circum- 
zenithal arc, with the ice particles 
lined up together in the right direc- 
tion to refract the light.

This results in the sunlight bounc- 
ing off the ice crystals high in the 
atmosphere, sending the light rays 
back up and bending the sunlight like 
a glass prism into a spectrum of 
colour. 

They are generally only seen in the 
Arctic Circle. 

Known as a “smile in the sky”, the 
last circumzenithal arc captured on 
film was in Leicestershire last 
month. 

Antique dealer William Freeman, 
aged 35, caught a quick glimpse of an 


arc in his back garden on a blazing 
summer’s day. 

“I had just finished dinner when I 
went outside and saw what appeared 
to be an upside-down rainbow,” he 
said. “Everyone was stunned — I’ve 
never seen anything like it. 

“It was a very bizarre sight on such 
a lovely sunny evening with no rain. 

“I grabbed my phone and took a 
photo but within minutes it had com- 
pletely disappeared.I feel very lucky 
to have seen this weather wonder and 
to have captured a picture of it,”. 


Wheels in 


motion to 
build £60k 
cycle route 


A CYCLE route is to be created in 
Shelfield, Walsall — boosting links with 
Rushall, Walsall Wood and Brownhills 
and giving youngsters a safe route to 
school. 

The £60,000 path will link Bridge 
Road in Shelfield with Route 5 of the 
National Cycling Network, which runs 
north through Walsall Wood and 
Brownhills and south through Rushall 
and Walsall to West Bromwich. 

Half the funding has been awarded 
by the Sustrans charity, while the other 
half has been matched by Walsall 
Council. 

Pelsall ward’s Councillor Marco 
Longhi said: “I support anything to 
encourage people to take up a lifestyle 
decision like cycling to work instead of 
driving. 

“This is one of those schemes where, 
for at least part of their journey, it’s 
helping them to do that in a safer way. 

“These schemes need to have a life- 
time management plan, so as long as 
that’s in place, it’s a good scheme.” 

“I would like to cycle more, but the 
roads are simply intimidating,” Coun- 
cillor Longhi added. 


Suitable 


Councillor Tom Ansell, Walsall 
Council cabinet member for transport, 
said that the path would be surfaced to 
be suitable for cyclists, wheelchairs 
and pushchairs. 

He said: “This is excellent news as 
there are several schools in this area 
and it forms part of the commitment by 
both the council and Sustrans to 
improve safety and encourage children 
to cycle or walk to school.” 

Consultation with residents is due to 
start to seek views before work starts. 

It is expected that the scheme will 
increase the number of pupils cycling to 
school, improving accessibility to 
Rushall JMI School,  Shelfield 
Academy, Greenfield Primary and St 
Francis Catholic Primary. 

The scheme would also improve links 
between Pelsall and Walsall town 
centre.

‘Disability’ label being used for sole Joinusatback Club can help you 
aim of winning planning permission 


WITH regard to ‘Housing Bid 
for Disabled’ (August 11), I was 
concerned about the way this 
could be interpreted by readers 
and wish to respond with rele- 
vant information relating to the 
planning application. 

The original planning appli- 
cation in April 2008 was for ‘four 
self contained units’ with no ref- 
erence to disability or letting 
option. 

This application was refused 
and in December 2008 another 
application was put forward for 
‘four contained units to let’, with 


still no reference to ‘disabilities’ 
and again was refused. It was 
not until 2010 that a revised 
application was put forward 
and the word ‘disability’ intro- 
duced into the use of the four 
self contained units. 


This application was again 
turned down by the planning 
department and in April 2011 by 
the National Planning Inspec- 
torate on appeal. 

This application relates to a 
semi detached bungalow in a 
residential area of Aldridge 
with its own drive, designated 


originally for residential use. 
Change of use to ‘four self con- 
tained units’, whether for the 
disabled or otherwise, would 
have implications on parking. 

Whether or not the occupants 
themselves have their own 
transport, visitors such as those 
from the medical and caring 
sector would also require a 
parking space on the drive. 

This is in additionto families 
and friends of occupants and 
does not take into account the 
extra refuse bins which will be 
required. 


As someone who has been fol- 
lowing the progress of this plan- 
ning application carefully and 
who works with young people 
and adults with disabilities, I 
will always be supportive of cre- 
ating appropriate living accom- 
modation to enable these 
members of society to live inde- 
pendently. 

However, I am not in favour of 
a ‘disability’ label being used for 
the sole purpose of acquiring 
planning approval.

UNTIL June 2010 I was buying 
my  ex-council, one-bedroom 
maisonette. I found myself in 
financial difficulties, having previ- 
ously worked for 30 years at an 
engineering firm which closed 
down in 2007 as our work was sent 
to the Czech sister company. 

Being over 50, I have found it 
very difficult to find work and my 
redundancy money ran out. 

I only get £16.33 per week JSA 
and £230 a month from my private 
pension. I could not afford £388 a 
month mortgage so I decided that 
as I really wanted to stay in the 


property that I had lived in since 
1981 there was no alternative to a 
'sale and rent back' scheme. 

The £10,000 I ended up with 
after the mortgage was paid gave 
me breathing space and the hope 
that I may find employment. Ihave 
not been able to, but I volunteer for 
two days per week. It has helped 
me greatly — they are lovely people. 

As the £10,000 shrank I applied 
for housing benefit and was turned 
down. I took it to a tribunal. I lost. 
Once someone enters into this 
scheme, after selling their prop- 
erty, they can’t claim housing 


benefit for five years. 

I had help initially from the 
CAB, but they didn't advise me 
about the five year rule or put me 
in touch with anyone who would 
know. All they advised me to do 
was ‘be careful’. All I can do now is 
bid for a council flat once a week. 

The council will pay up to £365 
pem for me to find somewhere 
private, plus the deposit. At 
present I am only paying £290 
pem, but I am having to leave the 
home I love. I’m heartbroken.

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Workforce axed as 
building firm closes 


THE entire workforce of a Walsall 
building firm has been made redun- 
dant after the company went into 
administration and closed. 

All 16 members of staff have lost their 
jobs at Fellows & Jones (Builders) Ltd, in 
Pinfold Street, Darlaston. 

Administrator Senate Recovery is now 
handling the ¢ rs of the business, which 
was established in 1972.

No-one else has ever been caught in con- 
nection with the robbery on January 28. 

Rose’s co-accused Julian Allen, 21, of 
Beales Street, Aston, was cleared of robbery 
and of possessing an imitation firearm.

Ts history of the lives of Walsall people is full of sur- 


Parkes, who became one of the British Empire’s most 
influential and controversial diplomatic figures. 

Harry was born in 1828 at Birchills Hall, in the parish of 
Bloxwich. When he was four, Harry’s mother died, and the follow- 
ing year his father, an ironmaster, was killed in a carriage accident 
and buried at All Saints Church, Bloxwich. 


Harry went to live with his uncle, a retired naval officer, in Birmingham. 


He was educated at boarding school 
at Balsall Heath, and then in May 
1838 entered King Edward’s 
Grammar School, in New Street, 
Birmingham. 

In 1841 Parkes sailed for Macau, 
China, at the time of the First Opium 
War (1839-42). 

After learning Chinese, in 1842 
Harry Parkes moved to Hong Kong. 
In 1844 he was appointed inter- 
preter at Amoy and in 1845 he was 
transferred to Foochow. In 1847 he 
studied Japanese, and was 
appointed interpreter at Shanghai 
in 1848. 

Parlaying 

In February 1852, Parkes was 
acting consul at Canton. In 1855 he 
went to Siam (now Thailand) to con- 
clude a commercial treaty with the 
kingdom. Parkes took the treaty to 
England for ratification, and on 9 
July was received by Queen Victoria. 

While in England, Harry met Miss 
Fanny Plumer, grand-daughter of 
Sir Thomas Plumer, the first Vice 
Chancellor of England. After a six- 
week courtship, they married on 
New Year’s Day, 1856, at St Law- 
rence’s Church, Whitchurch, and left 
England on January 9. 

Parkes’ position as acting consul 
at Canton brought him into serious 
conflict with imperial commissioner 
and governor-general, Ye Mingchen, 
which led to the Second Opium War

(1856-60). Parkes was closely 
involved with both diplomatic and 
military efforts by the British and 
French in China , which saw the 
enforcement by the Royal Navy and 
the Army of previously-denied 
British treaty rights to enter Canton 
for trade and diplomacy. 

Harry Parkes was appointed Com- 
panion of the Order of the Bath (CB) 
on December 6, 1859. On August 1, 
1860, attached to General Sir James 
Hope Grant, Parkes was sent into 
Pehtang, taking possession of an 
evacuated fort 

After an assault on the main fort, 
he helped negotiate the Chinese sur- 
render. After August 24, the allied 
British and French armies advanced 
from Tianjin towards Tungchow. 
Parkes travelled ahead, parlaying 
with the Chinese authorities and 
agreeing that the armies should 
advance to about five miles distance. 
On September 18 he left Tungchow 
to mark out the encampment, but 
observed a Chinese force assembling 
there and returned to Tungchow, 
where his party was taken prisoner 
despite being under a flag of truce. 

The Manchu general, San-kolin- 
sin, sent Parkes to Peking with Lord 
Elgin’s private secretary, Henry 
Loch, Nal Singh, and two French sol-

diers. There he and Loch were 
brought before the Board of Punish- 
ments, chained in prison, and tor- 
tured. 

On September 29, on the orders of 
Yixin, 1st Prince Gong, Parkes and 
Loch were removed to a temple and 
asked to intervene with the British 
commanders. Parkes refused, and 
on October 8 he, Loch, and six others 
were released, thankfully just before 
the emperor’s order for their execu- 
tion arrived. 

Parkes returned to Canton in 
January 1861 and arranged the 
cession of Kowloon to the British 
Crown. On October 21, 1861, the 
allies returned Canton to Chinese

In 1864, Parkes finally took up the 
consulship in Shanghz nd in 1865 
was appointed Her Majes y 
Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary and Consul- 
General in Japan. He held the post 
for 18 years, surviving three assassi- 
nation attempts and ruling the 
British legation to Meiji Japan with 
a commitment to hard work and the 
construction of a civilian Japan 
which aroused both admiration and 
irritation. Parkes was also the first

diplomatic representative to Korea. 

In 1883, Parkes was transferred to 
Peking, where he died of malarial 
fever on March 21, 1885. 

In 1890, the Duke of Connaught 
unveiled a statue of Parkes on The 
Bund in Shanghai. Parkes Street, in 
Kowloon, is named after him. 

Today, Sir Harry Smith Parkes is 
almost forgotten in Walsall, which 
seems strange for a remarkable local 
man.

Teachers tour Hadley Industries in Smethwick as part of

Skills key 
for project 
to boost 


industry’s 
prospects 


BLACK Country- 
ee trade association’s 
innovative approach to 
solving the manufactur- 
ing sector’s biggest skills 
problem could be rolled 
out nationwide. 

The Confederation of 
British Metalforming 
(CBM), based at the 
National Metalforming 
Centre in West Bromwich, 
has devised a pioneering 
scheme with Walsall Busi- 
ness Partnership (EBP). 

It targets teachers 
through summer-time 
factory tours and off-site 
meetings — then encourages 
them to include their new 
knowledge in school timeta- 
bles. 

CBM president Barry 
Yeomans says the concept 
was trialled during 2010, 
with the EBP, and he is 
delighted by the way the 
just-completed 2011 scheme 
operated. 

He said: “We used feed- 
back from last year’s trial to 
fine-tune the way the initia- 
tive worked, and it really 
couldn’t have been better 
received by the employers or 
the teachers. 


Aimed 


“We're already seeing 
skill shortages as workers 
with decades of accumu- 
lated expertise retire, and 
those problems will inten- 
sify unless we persuade sig- 
nificant numbers of 
school-leavers that engi- 
neering can provide them 
with challenging, stimulat- 
ing and rewarding careers.” 

Previous schemes aimed 
at persuading youngsters to 
enter industry, have typi- 
cally involved time-consum- 
ing school visits by company 
bosses, combined with 
expensive and glossy adver- 
tising campaigns. 

However, Mr Yeomans 
admits those nationally- 
driven initiatives didn’t 
have the desired impact, 
and believes that this pro- 
gramme is more rational 
and more cost-effective. 

“For each teacher who 
buys into our approach, 20, 
30 and even 40 youngsters 
will soon hear the realistic 
and up-to-date message 
about life in our industry,” 
he said. 

“Teachers prepare lesson 
plans using the knowledge 
they've gained during the 


summer, and present them 
to us at our National Metal- 
forming Centre in West 
Bromwich, so we can 
discuss, and help to fine- 
tune the content, before the 
pupils are involved. 

“We believe this approach 
will also bring longer-term 
benefits, as the teachers 
develop a deeper under- 
standing of manufacturing, 
and are able to pass on their 
knowledge both to col- 
leagues, and to successive 
generations of pupils.” 


Involve 
This year, seven teachers 
took part in the CBM 


summer study programme, 
which involved site visits to 
Regent Engineering, 
Sandvik Engineering, the 
TTI Group and the Hadley 
Group. 

“We know from the imme- 
diate feedback that the 
teachers enjoyed their 
visits; they certainly asked 
all the right questions, and 
we gave them stacks of 
information to take back, to 
assess as possible content,” 
said Barry. 

“The initiative is in its 
early stages, and we realise 
the benefits will not be seen 
immediately, but hopefully, 
once we have defined best 
practice for this approach, 
we can set up similar proj- 
ects elsewhere in the Mid- 
, and in time, in all 
regions where manufactur- 
ing industry is based.” 

Barry’s optimism is 
shared by James Dent, the 
education business co-ordi- 
nator at Walsall EBP. 

“The teachers were very 
impressed by our site visits, 
and the presentations were 
excellent,” he said. 

“The work the teachers 
will now prep asa result 
of these visits, and their 
feedback meetings at the 
CBM, will benefit hundreds 
of children across the Mid- 
lands, and promote engi- 
neering as a very positive 
career choice.”

A STRANGELY subdued Wood exited 
this season’s FA Cup by conceding two 
second half goals, writes Bill Shaw. 

A late header by Mark Bandurak gave 
them hope and Jordan Nadat fired in on 
90 minutes, but it was ruled offside. 

It was a typical cup tie start with both 
sides playing at 100mph, but it wasn’t 
until the 14th minute that either goal was 
threatened when the Wood defence _pre- 
sented the ball to Paul Dowsett wide on 
the left. He cut in and his low drive 
brought a full length save. 

Three minutes later, a right wing free 
kick was hit beyond the far post, Matthew 
Collins headed the ball back across goal 
and, with Neil Reeves beaten, Richard 
Deeming cleared the ball off the line.

The last goalmouth action of the half 
followed neat football wide on the right. 
Bailey's cross was touched away by Tom 
Howard into the path of Thomas Lacey 
and his goalbound effort deflected for a 
corner. 

With 52 minutes gone, Bailey crossed 
from wide on the right and Howard read 
the bounce of the ball to deny the ever 
dangerous Dowsett. 


Deserved 


Another Studley attack on 58 minutes 
finally broke the deadlock. Bailey won a 
right wing free kick which he delivered to 
the near post, and Scott Turner turned 
the ball home. 

From a keeper’s kick Mark Bandurak 
touched the ball on to Jordan Nadat, he 
showed good close control before rolling a 
cross shot wide of keeper Perry Cox and 
the post. On 71 minutes, after Wood had 
lost Stuart Cox to a second yellow card, it 
was Scott Cooper racing through from 
midfield and finding Nadat who lost his 
marker. Cox saved his low drive at the 
second attempt. 

A minute later a neat move involving 
Bandurak and Nadat saw the latter lay 
the ball back to Ian Purvey and his low 
drive brought a full length save from Cox. 

Reeves saved well from Dowsett on 77 
minutes, his clearance to halfway was 
played back into the left of the box and 
Lacey was denied again by Reeves. 

A Wood attack broke down on 81 
minutes and David Edwards hit a 70-yard 
crossfield ball to put Bailey clear. He 
rolled the ball across the face of the Wood 
box and Dowsett fired home Studley’s 
second from 15 yards. 

It took Wood just two minutes to get 
back into the game. Nadat was fouled on 
the right of the box and he took the free 
kick himself, delivering the ball to the far 
post where Bandurak headed home. 

On 90 minutes Nadat raced on to a ball 
on the left of box and fired past the 
advancing Cox only for the goal to be 
chalked off by an offside flag.
